Where  an  owner  or  carrier  conveys  cattle  by 
truck  or  other  road  vehicle  without  first  procuring 
inspection,  there  shall  be  compliance  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  provisions:  — 

1.  The  owner  shall  give  twenty-four  hours’ 
notice  of  the  intended  conveyance  of  cattle  by  a 
carrier  to  a  range  area  or  for  breeding  purposes  to 
the  Inspector  for  the  district  in  which  the  loading 
of  cattle  will  take  place. 

2.  The  notice  shall  state  the  name  of  the  owner, 
the  name  of  the  carrier,  the  kind  of  conveyance  to 
be  used  for  shipment. 

3.  The  owner  or  his  agent  shall,  before  convey¬ 
ing  the  cattle,  complete,  sign,  and  deliver  to  the 
driver  of  the  truck  or  other  motor-vehicle  a  memo¬ 
randum  in  Form  3  in  the  Schedule  to  the  Act;  and 
if  the  cattle  are  to  be  conveyed  to  a  destination  out¬ 
side  of  the  brand  inspection  district  in  which  the 
owner  resides,  the  owner  or  his  agent  shall  com¬ 
plete,  sign,  and  deliver  to  the  driver  of  the  truck 
or  other  motor-vehicle  a  memorandum  in  the  said 
Form  3  in  duplicate. 

4.  The  driver  of  the  truck  or  other  motor- 
vehicle  shall  not  move  the  cattle  until  he  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  memorandum,  or  a  memorandum  in 
duplicate,  as  the  case  may  be,  required  by  Regula¬ 
tion  3. 

5.  If  the  destination  of  the  cattle  remains  within 
the  brand  inspection  district  in  which  the  owner 
resides,  the  owner  or  his  agent  shall  give  in  writing, 
or  send  in  writing,  or  telegraph  to  the  Inspector  of 
that  brand  inspection  district  the  information  re¬ 
quired  by  Form  3  of  the  Act. 

6.  If  the  cattle  conveyed  under  authority  of 
these  regulations  are  being  conveyed  outside  of  the 
brand  inspection  district  in  which  the  owner  re¬ 
sides,  the  carrier  shall  give  in  writing,  or  send  in 
writing,  the  information  required  by  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  Form  3  duly  completed  and  signed  by 
the  owner,  or  his  agent,  or  may  telegraph  such  in¬ 
formation  to  the  Inspector  at  the  point  of  destina¬ 
tion.

Excerpt  FRoxt  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( I )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

Provincial  Park  Regulations,  1951 

1.  Interpretation. — In  these  regulations,  unless 
the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

“  Chief  Forester  ”  means  the  Chief  Forester  of 
the  Forest  Service  of  the  Department  of 
Lands  and  Forests  as  authorized  by  the 
“  Forest  Act  ”  or  any  Forest  Officer  author¬ 
ized  by  him: 

“  Coal  lease  ”  means  a  lease  for  the  production 
of  coal  within  the  meaning  of  the  “  Coal 
Act  ”: 

“  Coal  licence  ”  means  a  licence  to  produce  coal 
within  the  meaning  of  the  “Coal  Act”: 

“  Forest  Service  ”  means  the  Forest  Service  of 
the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  as 
authorized  by  the  “  Forest  Act  ”: 

“  Game  Commission  ”  means  the  authoritative 
body  administering  the  “Game  Act”: 

“  Game  ”  includes  all  big  game,  game  birds,  and 
fur-bearing  animals  within  the  meaning  of 
the  “  Game  Act  ”: 

“  Guide  ”  means  any  person  who  receives  or  is 
promised  any  remuneration  for  taking  an¬ 
other  person  hunting  or  fishing,  or  for 
assisting  another  person  to  hunt  or  to  fish, 
or  for  conducting  any  other  person  or  party 
on  any  trip  or  tour: 

“  Hunt  or  hunting  ”  includes  any  chasing,  pur¬ 
suing,  worrying,  following  after  or  on  the 
trail  of,  and  searching  for,  shooting  at, 
stalking,  or  lying  in  wait  for  any  game, 
whether  or  not  such  game  is  then  or  subse¬ 
quently  captured,  killed,  or  injured: 

“  Trapping  ”  means  the  setting-out  of  any  trap, 
snare,  or  net,  or  other  device  capable  of 
being  used  for  the  taking  of  game: 

“Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Lands  and 
Forests: 

“  Petroleum  lease  ”  means  a  lease  to  produce 
petroleum  or  gas  as  provided  in  the  “  Pet¬ 
roleum  and  Natural  Gas  Act 

“  Petroleum  licence  ”  means  a  licence  to  search 
for  or  discover  petroleum  or  gas  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  “  Petroleum  and  Natural  Gas 
Act  ”: 

“  Park  ”  means  any  park  of  Class  “A”  or  Class 
“  B  ”  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
created  under  Part  XII  of  the  “  Forest 
Act.” 

2.  Park  Use  Permits — General. — (a)  Authority 
for  Permits:  The  Minister  may  define  the  park  use 
or  occupancy  for  which  a  Park  Use  Permit  shall 
be  required. 

( b )  Issuing  Authority:  Subject  to  the  provisions 
of  these  regulations  and  to  such  rates,  fees,  terms, 
and  conditions  as  the  Minister  may  determine,  the

(i)  Erection  or  occupancy  of  any  residence, 
cabin,  boat-house,  house-boat,  or  any  other 
building  or  structure  within  any  park: 

(ii)  Excepting  operations  carried  on  under  a 
timber-sale  contract,  the  engaging  in  any 
commercial  or  industrial  enterprise  of  any 
description  and  any  and  all  activities  under¬ 
taken,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  financial 


consideration,  including  mining,  trapping, 
guiding,  and  offering  service,  equipment,  or 
accommodation  for  hire  or  for  sale  within 
any  park. 

(cl)  Permit  Renewal:  On  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  permit  and  of  the  “  Forest  Act,” 
and  of  all  regulations  made  thereunder,  a  Park 
Use  Permit  may  be  renewed  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Chief  Forester  on  any  terms  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Forest  Act  ”  and  these 
regulations. 

(e)  Permit  Cancellation:  Any  Park  Use  Per¬ 
mit  may  be  cancelled  forthwith  by  the  Chief 
Forester,  or  any  officer  of  the  Forest  Service  act¬ 
ing  under  his  instructions,  for  any  of  the  following 
causes: — 

(i)  Failure  to  comply  with  the  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  the  permit  is  issued: 

(ii)  Breach  of  any  provision  of  the  “  Forest 
Act  ”  or  of  regulations  made  thereunder: 

(iii)  Failure,  after  six  months  from  the  date  of 
the  permit,  to  make  bona  fide  use  of  the 
Park  Use  Permit  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  granted. 

(/)  Notice  of  Cancellation:  Cancellation  notice 
shall  be  effectually  given  if  posted,  by  registered 
mail,  to  the  last-known  address  of  the  permittee. 

(g)  Transfer  of  Permits:  No  Park  Use  Permit 
shall  be  transferable  without  written  consent  of 
the  Chief  Forester,  and  shall  be  in  such  form  as 
the  Chief  Forester  may  prescribe. 

(It)  Sale  of  Improvements:  Any  building  or 
improvement  built  or  constructed  under  any  Park 
Use  Permit  shall  be  deemed  appurtenant  to  the 
land  upon  or  within  which  it  is  built  or  constructed, 
and  shall  not  be  sold  or  otherwise  transferred 
separate  from  the  privileges  granted  in  the  Park 
Use  Permit  for  its  construction  or  occupancy 
except  with  permission  in  writing  of  the  Chief 
Forester. 

(i)  Imposing  Charges:  No  permittee  shall  lease 
or  rent  or  charge  any  toll  over  any  land  over 
which  he  has  been  granted  any  privilege  by  any 
Park  Use  Permit  without  written  consent  of  the 
Chief  Forester  or  as  provided  in  the  permit.

terms  and  conditions  as  the  Minister  may  see  fit. 

(b)  Approval  of  Service:  In  any  Park  Use  Per¬ 
mit  and  (or)  grant  of  any  concession  for  service 
to  the  public,  the  Minister  may,  at  his  discretion, 
specify  or  limit  the  kinds  and  qualities  of  services, 
accommodations,  or  commodities  to  be  offered  and 
the  maximum  prices  and  rates  to  be  charged  the 
public  therefor.

(c)  Licensed  Guides:  No  person  shall  be  granted 
a  Park  Use  Permit  to  guide  or  offer  services  as  a 
guide  in  any  park,  except  guides  licensed  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act.” 

( d )  Administrative  Powers:  The  Minister  may, 
at  his  discretion: — 

(i)  Specify  and  limit  the  area  or  areas  within 
parks  in  which  any  Park  Use  Permit  to 
guide  shall  be  valid: 

(ii)  Limit  the  number  of  Park  Use  Permits 
which  may  be  granted  to  permit  guiding  in 
any  specified  area  in  any  park: 

(iii)  Require  such  assurance  as  to  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  and  suitability  of  any  applicant  and 
his  equipment,  and  as  to  the  quality  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  be  provided,  as  he  may  deem  essen¬ 
tial  to  proper  park  use,  before  granting  any 
Park  Use  Permit  to  guide  in  any  park: 

(iv)  Require  any  permittee  to  report  to  the  For¬ 
est  Service  such  information  regarding  num¬ 
bers  of  parties  guided,  game  or  fish  killed 
or  taken,  and  any  other  matter  pertaining 
to  park  use  as  the  Chief  Forester  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of 
parks. 

(e)  Permit  Restrictions:  All  specifications, 
limits,  or  requirements  made  under  clause  (d)  of 
this  regulation  shall  be  endorsed  on  every  Park  Use 
Permit  concerned  and  shall  form  a  part  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  that  permit. 

6.  Park  Use  Permits — Trapping. — (a)  Authority: 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  and 
regulations  thereunder  and  these  regulations,  li¬ 
censed  trappers  may  trap  within  parks. 

(b)  Permit  May  Be  Required:  The  Minister 
may  require  that  no  person  shall  trap  or  take  any 
fur-bearing  animal  in  any  or  all  parks  without  first 
obtaining  a  Park  Use  Permit  therefor. 

(c)  Licensed  Trappers:  No  person  shall  be 
granted  a  Park  Use  Permit  to  trap  or  take  any  fur¬ 
bearing  animal  in  any  park,  except  a  trapper  li¬ 
censed  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act.” 

( d )  Administrative  Powers:  The  Minister  may, 
at  his  discretion: — 

(i)  Specify  or  designate  any  area  or  areas,  in 
any  park,  in  which  trapping  shall  be  pro¬ 
hibited: 

(ii)  Specify  the  extent  and  boundaries  of  any 
trap-line  in  any  park: 

(iii)  Prohibit  the  trapping  or  taking  of  animals 
of  any  kind  or  species  within  any  park: 


(iv)  Limit  the  number  of  animals  of  any  kind 
or  species  which  may  be  killed  or  taken  in 
any  designated  area  in  any  park: 

(v)  Designate  closed  seasons,  during  which  the 
trapping  of  any  or  all  fur-bearing  animals 
shall  be  prohibited  in  any  designated  park 
or  part  of  any  park: 

(vi)  Require  reports  on  animals  trapped  or  fur 
taken. 

(e)  Permit  Restrictions:  Any  restriction  or  re¬ 
quirement  made  under  clause  (d)  of  this  regulation 
shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  Park  Use  Permit  to 
which  it  applied  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the 
provisions  of  such  permit. 

7.  Park  Use  Permits — Hunting. — (a)  Authority: 
Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  and 
the  regulations  made  thereunder  and  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  any  person  may  carry  firearms,  hunt,  shoot, 
kill,  or  take  game  within  parks. 

( /? )  Permit  May  Be  Required:  The  Minister 
may  require  that  no  person  shall  hunt  or  carry  fire¬ 
arms  in  any  or  all  parks  without  first  obtaining  a 
Park  Use  Permit  to  do  so. 

(c)  Licensed  Hunters:  No  person  shall  be 
granted  a  Park  Use  Permit  to  hunt  within  any  park 
except  persons  licensed  to  carry  firearms  and  hunt 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  and  the 
regulations  thereunder. 

(d)  Administrative  Powers:  The  Minister  may, 
at  his  discretion: — 

(i)  Specify  any  park  or  any  part  or  parts  of 
such  parks  in  which  any  Park  Use  Permit  to 
hunt  shall  be  valid: 

(ii)  Prohibit  hunting  in  any  park  or  in  part  or 
parts  of  such  parks: 

(iii)  Limit  the  number  of  Park  Use  Permits  to 
hunt  in  any  specified  area  in  parks: 

(iv)  Require  any  permittee  to  supply  such  in¬ 
formation  as  to  game  taken  within  any  park 
as  the  Chief  Forester  may  consider  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  management  of  game  in  parks. 

(e)  Permit  Restrictions:  Any  restriction  or  re¬ 
quirement  made  under  clause  ( d )  of  this  regulation 
shall  be  endorsed  upon  every  Park  Use  Permit  to 
which  it  applies  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the 
provisions  of  such  permits. 

(/)  Exceptions:  The  provisions  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  with  respect  to  the  carrying  of  firearms  shall 
not  apply  to  any  militiaman,  forest  officer,  police 
officer,  or  game  warden  while  engaged  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duty. 

8.  Traffic — Control  and  Parking. — (a)  “  High¬ 
way  Act  ”:  Without  restricting  the  provisions  of 
any  Act  respecting  private  roads,  the  provisions  of 
Part  II  of  the  “  Highway  Act  ”  shall,  mutatis 
mutandis,  apply  to  all  roads  constructed  or  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Forest  Service  as  park  roads  and,  in 
addition,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following: — 

( b )  Traffic  and  Parking  Control:  The  Chief 
Forester  or  duly  authorized  forest  officers  acting 
for  him  shall  have  charge  and  control  over  all 
traffic  on  park  roads  and  park  lands.  All  persons 
on  foot,  horse-back,  or  operating  a  vehicle  shall  at 
all  times  heed  and  comply  with  directions  of  said 
officers  indicated  by  gestures  or  otherwise  in  using 
said  park  roads  or  land.  All  persons  on  foot,  horse¬ 
back,  or  operating  a  vehicle  shall  comply  with 
directions  on  traffic  signs  along  park  roads  or  park¬ 
ing  areas.  In  parking-spaces  all  persons  shall  com¬ 
ply  with  the  directions  of  the  said  forest  officers. 

(c)  Parking  Restrictions:  No  person  shall  park 
or  leave  standing  any  vehicle  on  park  roads  or 
lands  except  in  areas  designated  for  that  purpose. 

(d)  Obstructing  Traffic:  No  person  shall  cause 
or  permit  a  vehicle  to  obstruct  traffic  in  a  park. 

(e)  Commercial  Vehicles:  No  commercial  ve¬ 
hicles,  or  any  vehicle  displaying  any  advertising 
placard  or  advertisement  of  any  kind,  or  equipped 
with  a  public-address  system,  shall  be  driven  within 
the  parks  for  advertising,  demonstration,  or  other 
purposes  designated  to  draw  attention  to  them. 

(/)  Illegal  Passing:  In  a  park  no  driver  of  a 
vehicle,  when  traffic  is  stopped,  delayed,  or  blocked, 
shall  turn  out  of  line  to  pass  vehicles  ahead,  except 
in  cases  of  emergency  or  when  ordered  to  do  so  by 
an  authorized  forest  officer  or  a  member  of  the 
R.C.M.P.

( g )  Towing:  No  person  shall  cause  or  permit 
a  motor-vehicle  in  tow  of  another  motor-vehicle  to 
enter  any  park  or  proceed  therein,  except  that,  in 
case  of  a  motor-vehicle  breakdown  within  the  park, 
the  motor-vehicle  may  be  towed  to  the  closest  exit. 

(/j)  Passing  Horses:  Every  person  operating  a

(/)  Trailer  Parking:  No  trailer  shall  be  parked 
and  used  for  living  or  sleeping  quarters  within  a 
park,  except  on  a  site  approved  by  a  forest  officer. 

9.  Preservation  of  Property  and  Natural  Fea¬ 
tures. — General:  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Forest  Act  ”  respecting  the  disposal  of  timber  in 
parks,  no  person,  unless  authorized  by  permit,  shall 
cut,  remove,  or  destroy  or  damage  any  tree,  shrub, 
plant,  hay,  natural  product,  curiosity,  object,  struc¬ 
ture,  work,  water-spring,  lake,  lake-shore,  water¬ 
course,  any  park  property  whatsoever,  or  destroy 
or  damage  any  lawfully  erected  signs. 

10.  Building  and  Improvement  Control. — (a) 
General:  No  person  shall  construct  or  erect  any 
building  or  structure  in  any  park  except  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  plans  and  specifications  which  have 
been  approved  by  the  Chief  Forester. 

(b)  Inspection  of  Works:  The  Chief  Forester, 
or  any  person  authorized  by  him,  may,  between  the 
hours  of  8  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  on  any  day  excepting 
Sundays  and  statutory  holidays,  enter  upon  and 
inspect  any  building,  structure,  or  work  of  any  kind 
in  any  park,  and  may  require  or  order  the  proper 
maintenance  or  repair  of  any  such  building,  struc¬ 
ture,  or  work  to  be  made  by  the  permittee. 

11.  Sanitation  and  Refuse-disposal. — (a)  Pollu¬ 
tion  of  Waters:  No  person  shall,  wdthin  any  park, 
throw,  cast,  lay,  drop,  or  discharge  into  or  leave  in 
the  waters  of  any  such  park,  or  in  any  storm-sewer 
or  drain  flowing  into  said  waters,  any  substance, 
matter,  or  thing,  liquid  or  solid,  which  may  or  shall 
result  in  the  pollution  of  said  waters. 

(b)  Garbage,  Sewerage,  Refuse,  and  Obnoxious 
Materials:  No  person  shall  deposit  in  any  park  any 
garbage,  sewerage,  refuse,  empty  or  broken  bottles, 
tin  cans,  waste  or  other  obnoxious  materials,  other¬ 
wise  than  in  receptacles  or  pits  provided  for  the 
purpose. 

(c)  frailer  Sanitation:  No  trailer  in  a  park 
shall  have  any  lavatory,  wash-basin,  sink,  or  similar 
appliance  constructed  to  permit  the  discharge  of 
liquid  or  solid  waste  matter  directly  from  the  trailer 
to  the  ground. 

(d)  Trailer  Refuse-disposal:  Wash-basins,  sinks, 
or  other  similar  appliances  in  trailers  in  parks  shall 
be  provided  with  a  removable  metal  container  for 
the  retention  of  liquid  waste,  garbage,  and  refuse, 
and  contents  of  said  containers  shall  not  be 
deposited  other  than  in  such  places  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Chief  Forester. 

12.  Commercial  Enterprises.  —  (a)  Vehicular: 
No  person  shall  operate  within  a  park  a  regular 
taxicab,  bus,  or  other  vehicle  service  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  passengers  or  property  for  hire,  or 
operate  a  parking  area  without  having  obtained  a 
Park  Use  Permit. 

lb)  Abuse  of  Privileges:  No  person  shall,  with¬ 
out  a  permit,  sell  or  ofFer  for  sale  on  Crown  lands, 
within  any  park,  any  property  or  privilege  what¬ 
soever,  nor  shall  any  person  to  whom  property 
within  such  parks  has  been  entrusted  for  personal 
use,  hire,  lease,  or  rent  out  the  same  to  another 
person. 

(c)  Charges:  No  person  shall,  without  a  permit, 
impose  any  charge  to  be  paid  by  the  public  for 
admission  to  any  area  or  building  in  any  park  or 
for  any  service  rendered  in  any  park. 

13.  Advertising. — (a)  Signs:  No  person  shall, 
without  a  permit,  place  within  any  park  any  word, 
character,  or  device  designed  to  advertise  any  busi¬ 
ness,  profession,  article,  thing,  exhibition,  matter, 
or  event. 

14.  Prohibited  Uses. — (a)  Boating:  The  Min¬ 
ister  may,  at  his  discretion,  specify  or  designate 
any  type  or  horse-power  of  power-boat,  boats,  or 


outboard  engines  which  shall  be  prohibited  from 
being  brought  into  or  used  in  any  park  or  areas 
within  parks  designated  by  the  Minister. 

{b)  Explosives:  No  person  other  than  one  rep¬ 
resenting  a  bona  fide  construction  or  mining  com¬ 
pany  or  Government  department  shall  bring  into 
or  have  in  any  park  any  explosive  or  explosive 
substance  without  a  Park  Use  Permit. 

(c)  Lighting  of  Fires:  In  camp-grounds  and 
picnic-grounds  in  parks  where  fireplaces  are  pro¬ 
vided,  no  person  shall  kindle,  build,  maintain,  or 
use  a  fire  other  than  in  places  provided  or  desig¬ 
nated  for  such  purpose,  except  by  special  permis¬ 
sion  of  a  forest  officer. 

Id)  Aircraft:  The  Minister  may,  at  his  dis¬ 
cretion,  specify  or  designate  any  lake  or  lakes  or 
areas  in  any  Provincial  park  on  which  the  landing 
of  aircraft  shall  be  prohibited  or  restricted. 

15.  Public  Conduct.  — la)  Providing  Informa¬ 
tion:  Every  person  entering  or  seeking  to  enter 
any  park  shall  give  to  any  authorized  officer  of 
the  Forest  Service  such  information  as  the  officer 
may  request  regarding  that  person’s  name,  address, 
destination,  proposed  activities  within  the  park, 
and  regarding  any  other  matter  pertaining  to  park 
use  or  occupancy. 

lb)  Obeying  Regulations:  Every  person  within 
the  boundaries  of  any  park  shall  observe  and  obey 
every  rule  and  regulation,  applicable  to  that  park, 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Forest 
Act  ”  or  of  these  regulations. 

(c)  Minors:  No  parent,  guardian,  or  custodian 
of  any  minor  shall  permit  or  allow  him  to  do  any 
act  prohibited  by  any  park  regulation. 

16.  Animals  at  Large.  —  General:  No  person 
shall  cause  or  permit  any  animal  owned  by  him  or 
in  his  custody  or  under  his  control  to  roam  at  large 
in  any  park  except  by  a  Park  Use  Permit.  Animals 
may  be  prohibited  from  bathing-beaches  or  other 
park  areas  in  which  their  presence  is  detrimental 
or  dangerous  to  public  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
park. 

17.  Penalties. — Any  person  who  violates  any  of 
the  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall,  on  sum¬ 
mary  conviction,  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
the  “  Forest  Act.”

Hotel  and  Catering  Industry 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  the 
following  meanings:  — 

“  Hotel  and  catering  industry  ”  means  the  work  of  male  and  female  employees 
employed  in:  — 

(a)  Hotels,  lodging-houses,  clubs,  or  any  other  place  where  lodging 
is  furnished,  for  which  a  charge  is  made: 

( b )  Hotels,  lodging-houses,  restaurants,  cafes,  eating-houses,  dance- 
halls,  cabarets,  banquet-halls,  ice-cream  parlours,  soda-fountains,  lunch- 
wagons,  hospitals,  sanatoriums,  nursing  homes,  clubs,  dining-rooms,  or 
kitchens  in  connection  with  industrial  or  commercial  establishments  or 
office  buildings  or  schools,  or  any  similar  place  where  food  is  cooked, 
prepared,  or  served,  for  which  a  charge  is  made, — 

whether  or  not  such  establishments  mentioned  in  clauses  (a)  and  ( b )  are 
operated  independently  or  in  connection  with  any  other  business: 

“  Class  A  employee  ”  means  a  male  or  female  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  40  hours  or  more: 

“  Class  B  employee  ”  means  a  male  or  female  employee  whose  working-week 
consists  of  less  than  40  hours. 

2.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  3,  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every 
employer  and  to  every  male  and  female  employee  in  the  hotel  and  catering  industry. 

3.  That  this  order  shall  not  apply  to:  — 

(a)  A  graduate  nurse  who  is  in  possession  of  a  certificate  showing  she  has 
completed  a  course  of  training  in  general  nursing  provided  in  a  hospital, 
and  who  is  employed  as  a  nurse: 

( b )  A  student  nurse  in  training  in  an  approved  school  of  nursing  as  defined 
by  sections  22  and  23  of  the  “  Registered  Nurses  Act  ”  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948  ”: 

(c)  A  student  employed  in  a  school  in  which  the  student  is  enrolled: 

{d)  Pages  with  respect  to  section  4(a)  and  (b)  of  this  Order: 

( e )  Employees  covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board  specifically  defining 
their  work. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  to  whom  this  Order  applies  shall 
be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  ( b ),  (c),  (c/),  and  (<?)  of  this  section:  — 

(a)  Class  A  employees,  $22  per  week: 

( b )  Class  B  employees,  55  cents  per  hour: 

(c )  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ” 
or  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for  whose  employ¬ 
ment  permits  in  writing  are  issued  by  the  Board:  The  wage  or  rate  of 
pay  prescribed  in  the  permit: 

( cl )  All  employees: — 

(i)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day: 

(ii)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week  where  the  hours  worked  do 
not  exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

In  cases  where  the  employer  and  the  employees,  or  their  representatives, 
agree  that  this  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply, 
the  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to  those  employees  working  under 
arrangements  with  respect  to  hours  of  work  established  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  5  or  section  11  (3)  or  section  1 1  (4)  of  the  “  Hours 
of  Work  Act  ”  until  the  employee  has  completed  the  hours  so  established: 

(e)  An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of  an  employer:  The  em¬ 
ployee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of 
work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  of  2  hours’  pay  at  the 
employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee  does  not  commence  work  and  4 
hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate  if  the  employee  commences 
work,  unless  by  written  permission  the  Board  varies  this  provision  with 
respect  to  the  daily  guarantee. 

5.  That,  except  as  provided  in  sections  3  (3),  5,  11  (3),  and  11  (4)  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act,”  and  section  6  of  this  Order,  the  hours  of  work  of  any 
employee  shall  not  exceed  8  in  the  day  and  44  in  the  week. 

6.  That  in  cases  of  emergency  which  cannot  reasonably  be  otherwise  over¬ 
come,  employees  may  be  employed  not  more  than  9  hours  in  any  one  day;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  the  employee’s  weekly  hours  of  work  shall  not  exceed  44. 

7.  That  in  no  case  shall  an  employer  require  an  employee  to  partake  of  meals 
or  make  use  of  lodging  as  a  condition  of  employment,  but  if  an  employee  volun¬ 
tarily  partakes  of  a  meal  or  meals  or  makes  use  of  lodging,  and  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board:  — 

(a)  The  meals  are  inadequate,  or  the  charge  or  deduction  for  meals  is  unrea¬ 
sonable;  or 

(b)  The  employee  is  charged  or  deductions  are  made  for  more  meals  than 
may  reasonably  be  partaken  of  during  a  working  shift;  or 

(c)  The  accommodation  for  lodging  is  unsuitable,  or  the  charge  or  deduction 
for  lodging  is  unreasonable,  the  Board  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  the 
employer  of  the  facts,  and  may  also  give  notice  that  the  employer  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  make  any  charges  or  deductions  in  respect  of  meals 
or  lodging,  unless  and  then  only  to  such  extent  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
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notice,  and  after  receipt  of  such  notice  no  charges  or  deductions,  unless 
and  except  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  notice,  shall  be  made  by  the 
employer. 

8.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

9.  That  no  charge  or  deduction  from  the  wages  of  employees  shall  be  made 
by  employers  for  accidental  breakages  by  employees  of  any  articles  belonging  to 
the  employer. 

10.  (1)  That  every  employee  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  32  consecutive 
hours  weekly,  of  which  the  employee  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  employer. 

(2)  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions  of 
subsection  (1)  of  this  section  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the  employer  and  the 
employees  concerned  make  application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrangement 
respecting  a  rest  period  in  respect  of  such  employer  and  employees  be  approved  by 
the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve  of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrange¬ 
ment  so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employer  and  employees  in  lieu  of 
subsection  (1)  hereof. 

11.  (1)  That  every  employer  shall: — 

(a)  Provide  suitable  restrooms  for  the  use  of  his  employees: 

( b )  Provide  adequate  toilet  and  washroom  facilities  for  the  use  of  his 
employees. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  subsection  (1)  hereof,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
the  employer  has  failed  to  provide  suitable  restroom  and  adequate  toilet  and  wash¬ 
room  facilities  for  the  use  of  employees,  the  Board,  after  due  investigation,  may 
notify  the  employer  in  writing,  setting  out  in  detail  the  changes  he  is  required  to 
make,  and  within  the  time  limited  in  the  notice,  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  subsection  ( 1 )  hereof. 

12.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready  access  to 
and  see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each 
of  his  employees. 

13.  ( 1 )  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of  the 
names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person  author¬ 
ized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for  inspec¬ 
tion  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions  of 
labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

14.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  17th  day 
of  December,  1951,  shall  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1952. 

15.  That  Order  No.  52  (1946)  of  the  Board,  made  on  the  19th  day  of  June, 
1946,  effective  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1946,  and  subsequent  amendments  thereto, 
are  hereby  rescinded.
